Group 3, claim(s) 16, drawn to the use of RGD gelatine comprising collagen in drug delivery 
systems. 

Group 4, claim (s) 1 7, drawn to the use of RGD gelatine comprising collagen to inhibit cancer 
metastasis. 

Group 5, claim (s) 18, drawn to the use of RGD gelatine comprising collagen to prevent platelet 
aggregation. 

Group 6, claim (s) 19, drawn to the use of RGD gelatine comprising collagen to prevent tissue 
adhesion. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-6 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Cappello (USP 6,140,072) teaches the cell support 
comprising RGD-enriched gelatine. Therefore, Groups 1-6 lack unity of invention because there is 
no special technical feature to unify them. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be 
traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
